March &.—Ales- 
ender Lindahl, « Wealthy farmer; hie 
Gaughter, 1% years ol4, and his son § 
years old, were mysteriously murdered 
late yesterday while riding in a moter 
boat on the Republican River tear here. 
Their bodies were found today, the chil- 
dren in the boat and the father in the 
water. They had been shot and clubbed. 
There is no trace of their assailant. 

This afternoon John Nordmark was 
arrested on suspicion of having killed 
Lindahi and his children. It is said he 
quarrelied with Lindah! last week. 

Lindah! and his two children left their 
home early Sunday afternoon, intending 
to pass most of the remainder of the 
day on the river. Three persons saw 
and recognized them later while they 
were riding in their boat. They were 
last seen about 6 o'clock in the after- 
noon. When they did not return late 
at night, searching parties were or- 
ganized. These kept up the search un- 
tfl today when, about five miles down 
stream, the boat was found near the 
bank. 

. The battered bodies of the clitiaren 
were in the boat. a few feet

“Parley,” Tipped Off as Sure 
Thing in St. Louis, Expen- 
sive to “Kid” Becker. 


———_—————— 


REALLY OWES MORE 


Tom Kearny and Two Others 
Are “Stung”’ by Local 
| Bettors. 


Henry (Kid) Becker, Tom Kearney 
and two other alleged hanabookmakers, 
who have headquarters in St. Louis, but 
operate chiefly on the East Side, have 
been reguired to pay more than $30,000 
as the result of a,parley bet played on 
two horses at the Jacksonville, Fla., 
track and tipped off to inside St. Louis 
bettors as “‘sure things.”’ 

It appears, however, according to the 
story told by Lou Tillman and two other 
St. Louisans to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday, that ‘‘Kid’”’ Becker really owes 
as a result cf the race $46,500, but has 
refused to pal the full amount. 

News telegrams to the Post-D!spatch 
from Jacksonville say that as an after- 
math of the victories of Col. Asnmeade 
and Jane Swift, in the second and third 
races at Jacksonville Friday, R. D. Wil- 
liams, owner of the horses; placed a 
commission in the East 8t. Louis and 
St. Louis handbooks, said to be operat- 
ed by Becker and others. 

The commission. the disnatches say, 
was $500 and was to be played on the 
two horses. It was accepted the day 
before the race was run and the par- 
lay figured close to $30.000. 

The average odds quoted on Col. Ash- 
meade were 9 to 1, the opening and clos- 
ing odds being 12 to 1 and 7 to 1 re- 
rspectively. Janie Swift was quoted at 
§ tol. A parlay of $0 therefore netted 
the bettor $4500 on Col. Ashmeade, and. 
this added tw his original $500, wagered 
again on Jane Swift in the fourth race, 
made his net winnings approximately 
$25,000. re 

It is said Williams was astounded 
when he received a message from 8t. 
Louls stating that the only terms on 
which a settlement would be mate 
would be for Williams to accept $8000 
which means that the firm wants to set- 
tle on a 2 per cent basis. 

Becker was not at his usual haunts in 
East St. Louis or at the Rozier Hotel, 
where he is a frequent visitor, when a 
Post-Dispatch repotter tried to find him 
Monday. 

None of his revresentatives would dis- 
cuss the charges made by the Jackson- 
ville and St. Louis sporting fraternity. 

The Post-Dispatch’s informant states 
that Tillman and two others deposited 
with Becker on Thursday last $550 for a 
parley on Colonel Ashmeade and Jane 
Swift. Both horses won, he said, and 
the trio figured that its net profits were 
$16,508, or approximately at the rate of 
$30 for $1. 

Becker, he added, réfused to pay ex- 
cept on a basis of $15 to $1, so that the 
total amount they received was $9100. 

Tom Kearney, the East Side operator, 
paid $10,200 on a $200 parlay, it is claimed, 
and is not involved in the controversy 
now pending between Becker and his 
patrons. Kearney is said to have made 
the bet on a telephone order sent to 
him from 8t. Louis. 

The handbook men say that the evi- 
dent purpose of the Jacksonville horse- 
man and his friends was to flood the 
bookmakers of the country with bets 
on Col. Ashmeade and Jane Swift; 
that being convinced these horses would 
win, it was planned to clean up any- 
where from $100,000 to $300,000. The St. 
Louls and East St. Louis “bookies” 
with few exceptions swallowed the bait 
and now insinuate they were “‘miked.”

Dr. Loren B. Doxey and his wife, Dora 
E. Doxey, did not meet in court Monr- 
day when the case charging them with 
the murder of William E. Erder was 
continued until May 23. Judge Mce- 
Quillin made the order of continuance 
by agreement of the attorneys, but an- 
nounced that it was with the under- 
standing that both sides would be ready 
for trial on the date set. 

No look of recognition passed from 
Mrs. Doxey as she passed the cage in 
which her husband was held, although 
he was looking at her through. the 
screen. They were wtihin three feet of 
each other. 

Charles P. Johnson, Mrs. Doxey’s law- 
yer, told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
it is not true that the. Doxeys are 
estranged, notwithstanding the lack of 
recognition in public. 

“Since she has recovered from the use 
of drugs, Mrs. Doxey has regained her 
self-control and is more discreet in dis- 
playing her affection,” he explained. 


Deputy Sheriff John Thien accompa- 
nied Mrs. Doxey through the dark area- 
way from the jail to the courtroom: She 
walked erect and has fully regained her 
strength.

NEW YORK, March. 28.—Dozens of

Albert Wolter, arrested for the crime, 
and in whose rooms the girl is supposed 
to have been slain, was charged by 
Mary Weisman, 15 years old, with be- 
ing the head of a gang of traffickers 
and with having many young girls ‘in 
his service. 

Katchen Mueller, who calls herself 
Katie Miller, with whom Wolter lived, 
at the Seventy-fifth street apartment, 
yave damaging evidence against the 
prisoner today when she told the police 
that she heard Wolter at work about 
the fireplace in the rooms and on. the 
fire escape Thursday night and at 2 a. 
m. Friday. The woman,. who posed as 
Wolter’s wife, admitted Wolter threat- 
ened her life if she did not return to 
bed when she arose to investigate. 

Body Was Dismembered. 

Coroner Holtzhouser, after am exhaus- 
tlve examisation of Ruth Wheeler's 
body and Woltcr’s rooms, gave & vivid 
theoretical description of how the girl 
was slain after answering an advertise- 
ment for a stenographer. He declared 
the girl's body was dismembered in an 
attempt to cremate it and that human 
bones and blood stains were found in 
Wolter’s room.

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BANKERS DENY 
PAYING BRIBES

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 28.—The of- 
ficials of the six city depositories under 
the investigation of the District At- 
torney and a graft-investigating graad 
jury, probably will fight the charges 
that they gave bribes to councilmen in 
order to have their institutions chosen 
as the depositories of city funds.

The 
institution also declares that if any 
money was paid for such purposé by 
any persons as alleged by the grand 
jury it was without the sanction, author- 
ity or consent of the board of directors 
of the bank. The statement is signed 
by Bank Cashier Fleming and the en- 
tire directorate of the institution.

Chemist Reports Analysis of 
Meat Shows Enough to 
Kill Six.

CHICAGO, March 28.—Alexander 
Moody, secretary of the big bakery firm 
of Moody & Waters! and son-in-law of 
Congressman William Moxley, who died 
Feb. 20, is believed to have been mur- 
dered. 

Arsenic is believed to have been placed 
in hamburger steak eaten by Moody at 
9 o’clock on the morning of Feb. 2. His 
death occurred at li o’clock that night. 
Agnes Hartwick, a maid employed in 
the ’ Moody house, is said by Coroner 
Hoffman, who is investigating, to have 
been taken violently ill a few hours 
after partaking of some of the gravy 
from the steak. 

Involved in the case are a man and a 
woman who are under surveillance. The 
man is said to have been one of Mr. 
Moody’s employes, while the woman was 
a member of his household. 

Mr. Moody was secretary of a bakery 
firm. The company was founded by Mr. 
Moody's father. , 


- §eeret Postmortem. Held. 
Coroner Hoffman was 2a close friend 


of Mr. Moody. He began his investi- 
gation ‘alone but eventually, under 
pledge of secrecy, enlisted the aid of 
Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler and 
five detectives. 

» The Coroner’s -physician, Dr. H. G. 
Reinhart, also was brought into the case 
and a secret post-mortem was held. 


|The portions of the decedent’s stomach 


were given to Dr. Walter Haines, the 
chemist, for analysis. Today the result 
of this analysis was made public. Dr. 
Haines is one of the scientists retained 
in the case of the late Col. Swope of 
Kansas City. 

“When I learned that Mr. Moody was 
dead,”’ related Coroner Hoffman today, 
“T called as a personal friend with an 
idea that I could save the family from 
the annoyance of a post-mortem. I 
called in Alexander’s brothers, Frank, a 
son-in-law of Congressman Moxley, and 
Charlies H., and told them why I had 
come, but that things did not look right. 
Then J sent for the family physician, 
Dr. F. 8. Hartman. 

“Is there anything wrong? I asked 
the doctor, and he replied: “Well, Coro- 
ner, this man was hale and hearty this 
morning and at Ill o’clock he was a 
corpse.’ ”’ 

Mr. Hoffman declares he now believes 
an attempt to poison the bakery man 
Was made a year ago. Mrs. Moody and 
a daughter were absent from the city 
at that time and Mr. Moody was at 
home with a maid and a coachman. He 
ate a few spoonfuls of soup and then re- 
jected the dish, saying that it burned. 
The maid who also partook of the soup, 
was seized with cramps, but recovered. 

Mr. Moody’s breakfast on tthe day of 
his death consisted of coffee, corn 
bread and hamburger steak warmed 
over from & meal eaten four days pre- 
viously. This meat had been in the ice 
box. Those who partook of it when 
originally served suffered no i!] effects. 


Found Poison to Kill Six. 
According to the Coroner, Dr. Hart- 


man secured some of the steak which 
had formed part of Mr. Moody’s break- 
fast and later turned it over to Dr. 
Haines. The latter reported that it con- 
tined enough arsenic to kill six persons. 

The breakfast was prepared by the 
maid. Mrs. Moody complained that she 
felt ill and would not. join at the meal. 
This was at 7:30 a. m. At 10 o'clock 
that night Mr. Moody, who had been 
busy all day at his bakery, returned in 
a carriage, suffering intense pain. 

Mrs. Moody administered an emetic 
and then called Dr. Hartinan. The lat- 
ter found the patient dying. 

He did the little that was possible 
and was about to leave when he was 
told that the maid was also suffcring 
from violent cramps. He found she had 
not eaten of the meat, but had dipped a 
piece of bread in the gravy. Her symp- 
toms were similar to those of Mr. 
Moody, but in less serious form, and 
the doctor was able to bring about her 
recovery.

Sheriff. Heikes Will Swear in 
Extra Deputies if They 
Should Be Needed.

WATSEKA, IIL, March 28.—Evidence 
given today in the Sayler trial tended 
te show that Dr. William R. Miller had 
heen looking to the condition of his 
automatic magazine revolver and had 
given itwan olling shortly before he used 
it to kill ““‘By’’. Sayler. 

Abijah J. Gibson, Mashall of €rescent 
City, who arrested Miller, told of Ira 


Grunden, brother of Mrs. Lucy Sayler, 
returning to Miller a bottle of gun oil. 

It was after Gibson had accompanied 
Mayor Edward Meyer to the Sayler 
home and from there to Miller’s home 
and they had assisted Miller in disrob- 
ing and getting into bed, that Ira came 
over from the Sayler home. He had a 
bottle. 

“Here is your bottle of gun oil that 
you left over at the house,’’ Ira said 
to Miller. The doctor turned over in bed 
and looked at it but said nothing and 
Ira laid the bottle on a table in the 
room. The. witness Gid not know what 
had become of the bottle afterward. 

The witness said he took the hand 
ax, hat and necktie found beside Sayler’s 
body to the Coroner’s inquest on July 12. 

Ready for Possible Mob. 

On account of. persistent rumors of 
violence in the event of acquittal, Sher- 
iff Heitkes is planning to take such pre- 
cautions as may seem necessary. When 
the trial nears its close and the 
crowds increase he will call in his 
deputies from out in the county and 
have them in the courtroom when the 
verdict is rendered. If the situation be- 
comes threatening he will swear in as 
many extra deputies as may be needed. 
He has a supply of riot guns and shot 
guns in the jail and is confident of his 
ability to cope with any situation that 
may develop. However, he has no rea- 
son at this time to anticipate any 
trouble. 
death. 

G. W. Miller, Postmaster of Sharon, 
Pa., brother of Dr. Miller, arrived Sun- 
day and was in court this morning, sit- 
ting between Dr. Miller and the doctor’s 
wife. 

Mrs. Sayler broke her silence last 
night under the provocation of the pub- 
lication of a story that State’s Attorney 
Pallissard used to be her sweetheart. 
She requested Mrs. Heikes, wife of the 
Sheriff, to issue a general and specific 
denial in her beflralf. 

“That is the limit,” she said to Mrs. 
Heikes. “That is the worst charge that 
has been brought against me Please 
say for me that there is not a word of 
truth in it.” 

Mr. Pallissard is equally emphatic in 
denial. He was a mere boy when Mrs. 
Sayler was married, and was not ac- 
quainted with her until years after: her 
marriage. 

State Continucs Testimony. 

With the opening of the third week of 
the trial this morning, the State con- 
tinued its efforts to prove that the 
handax with which John B. Sayler is 
alleged to have attacked Dr. -Miller 
was not beside tne body whgn others 
first entered tne room, but was placed 
there later for the purpose of bearing 
out the claim of self-defense. 

It is said that the defense, in the hope 
of. overcoming the State’s evidence that 
‘the ax was not beside the body directly 
after Sayler was killed, will attempt to 
show that it was elsewhere in the room, 
where it fell from Sayler’s hand, and 
that it was casually moved by some- 
body to the place nearer the body, where 
it was seen by Meyer and others later 
in the night. Testimony of several wit- 
nesses that the ax was not there early 
fin the night is so positive that an at- 
tempt to show that they merely ever- 
looked it will hardly succeed. 

Miller Showed Signs of Fight. 

The defense is also confronted with 
the necessity of overcoming the 
improbability of their contention that 
Sayler had placed the hand ax under 
a couch in the room, to be used in at- 
tacking Miller.

During. practice at sea off Olongapo, 
the breech block of a three-inch gun 
blew off and im its flight across the 
deck cut through a steel stanchion and 
mowed down the men. Seven of the 
victins were killed instantly, while an 
eighth died as the Charleston was hur- 
rying to Cavite.

Construes Mayoralty’ Man- 
damus to Be Singular. 





ANTI’S ARE AROUSED 


Progressives Will Ask St. 
Louis Court to Keep 16 
Conservatives Off Ticket. 





Soon after Judge Wurdeman of Clay- 
ton had issued a writ of mandamus, 
Monday, ordering Charles J. Roberts’ 
name placed on the official ballot as 


Conservative nominee for Mayor of 


Wellston, a tumult broke out between 
the Conservative and Progressives, who 
had awaited the decision. 

The Conservatives declared it had 
been understood the decision in Roberts’ 


case was to govern the City Clerk’s 
action on the names of the 16 other Con- 
servative candidates for city office at 
the Wellston election April 5. 

The Progressives’ attorneys said they 
knew nothing about any such under- 
standing, and that the names of the 
other candidates would be kept off the 
ballot unless the City Clerk was forced 
in each case, by a writ, to put therh on. 

Threat te Exclude All. 

“And it won’t do you any good 
then,” continued J. C. Kiskaddon, at- 
torney for the Progressives, “for 
we’re going to the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals to apply for a writ of pro- 
hibition to keep your whole ticket 
off the ballot, Roberts and all.” 

And Aitorneys Kiskaddon and Jones 
took the next car for the city, while 
the Conservative party’s lawyers, J. 
C. McAtee, Theron M. Harris and Eli 
Cunningham, took counsel as to the 
next step to be taken. Roberts, head 
of the Conservative, or anti-adminis- 
tration® ticket, joined in the confer- 
ence. 

Judge Wurdeman’s writ directed 
City Clerk Howard Butler to put Rob- 
ert’s name on the ballot, and to per- 
mit minor defects in Roberts’ nomin- 
ating petition to be amended. 

Butler, in opposing the issuance of the 
writ, said Roberts had failed to comply 
with the law, in that his petition had 
not stated his occupation. Judge Wur- 
deman held that this defect could be 
amended, and that it was not of such 
importance as to invalidate the pettiion. 
The St. Louis County directory reg- 
isters Roberts as “retired.’’ The city 
directory says he is president of an en- 
graving and printing concern. 

Both sides have been campaigning as 
if they were certain an election would 
be held. A snowball fight, the material 
for which was found by an _  over- 
turned lumber pile, livened things at a 
party rally Saturday afternoon. Sup- 
porters of the Rev. Irl Hicks, Progres- 
sive candidate for Mayer, who has 
prophesied snow before April 1, took 
the occurrence as a favorable omen.

Young men between 16 and 
2 years of age are soft and fall at the 
dance halls into a promiscuous and un- 
guarded life. They. get into the habit 
of meeting everybody and anyone, they 
become thoughtless and careless, and 
after a while find they are leading an 


sorry and ashamed. 
Says Parents Should Attend. 
“T think .the solution of the dance hall 


problem is for the fathers and mothers 
to accompany the young people there. 

“Large families crowded together in 
three or four rooms, with neighbors six 
feet away and families below and above 
and on every side, cannot have happy, 
hilarious times. As menacing as the 
dance hall is, you have to take into 
account the fact that there is no other 
public ‘place to which thousands of our 
young people can go for amusement. 

“The history of the dance is as old 
as that.,of man. We find in different 
periods that it was a religious cere- 
mony, introduced in the _ service of 
piety.” 

The lecture was illustrated by maps 
of the city, on which the Rev. Mr.

GROCERS WHO St 
SALOON LICENSES 


Three grocers arrested a week ago 
by order of Excise Commissioner Caul- 
field on charges of selling liquor with- 
out a license were let off by Judge Tay- 
lor in the Court of Crimingl Correco- 
tion Monday with the paying of costs 
in each case and a promise to “take 


out the necessary licenses.”’ 

This means that each will have to 
take out a regular dramshop license 
of $800, payable semi-annually, and 
a State license of $100 a year.. While 
not denying That they sold liquor by 
the bottle and beer by the case under 
a Federal license, their excuse was 
that they did not do a retail busi- 
negs, 

The grocers disciplined were Andrew 
J. Butler of Butler Bros.; 621 North 
King’s highway; Charles Lindenschmidt, 
Enclid ‘and McPherson avenues, and 
George Bishop. 

A new variety of Sunday ‘“‘Tlid’’ for St. 
Louis is assured. Mayor Krejlsmann 
Monday signed the ordinance requiring 
groceries to close at 9 a. m. on Sundays, 
as the butcher shops have for some time 
past have been required to do. 

The new ordinance will go into effect 
Sunday, April 10. Delicatessen shops 
are excepted from its provisions, but 
the dividing line is rather a thin one, 
and it is anticipated that some groceries 
may try to dodge the law by declaring 
themselves delicatessens.

Another of Buckley’s clients, it was 
shown, was the Prussian Life Insurance 
Co. 

Mr. Buckley got $1250 after he had 
obtained permission for the company to 
do business in this country. He wrote 
a letter to Carl Sturhahn on Sept. 9, 
1904, saying he wanted $1250 and an an- 
nual retainer of $1000 a year. 

He said that also that other lawyers 
were charged twice amount and that the 
matter would not be taken under any 
circumstances “by any reputaple law- 
yer.” 

-Can’t Explain “Reputable.” 
Mr. Buckley said he di. not know 


what he meant by that statement. 

William B. Smith, general counsel of 
the Travelers’ Insurance Co. of Hart- 
ford, was called to the stand, inter- 
rupting Mr. Buckley’s testimony.

It is easy to predict a» Deniocratic 
Congress in the middle of a Republican 
adminisiration. It is not so very diffi- 
cult to elect one, as experiénce has 
shown. A more important question Is 
whether any good can come of it. To 
be of service to the country a Demo- 
cratic Congress must carry to Washing- 
ton something more than an assemblage 
of chairwarmers, curiosities, nobodies 
and accidents.

After sitting for three hours watching 
the progress of the love passion of 
Fanny Le Grande, one leaves the the- 
ater with a memory of a soul torn to 
tatters, a wreck of human weaklings, 
a natural atonement! for an unconven- 
tional, sinful life. It is a picture Olga 
Nethersole exerts all of her emotional 
powers in impressing’ upon an audience, 
but which is indelibly stamped upon the 
memory of all observing witnesses. 

“Sapho” doesn’t seem a play of to- 
day nor fit into the scheme of things 
of today, but many seem to enjoy the 
tearful, to weep with the love-tossed 
Fanny, to be thrilled by the appeals of 
the truant admirer, to follow the wind- 
ing course of an illicit love, and weep 
at the fate of the fateful Sapho. 

By careful picking of the choicest of

Whatever one may think of “Sapho” 
the play one cannot help but give Miss 
Nethersole credit fer creating one of 
the most unforgettable of stage figures 
in the character of Fanny Le Grande. 
And if you have not seen Olga Nether- 
sole’s “Sapho” you have not seen 
“Sapho. oe
